Wants Water Bills Paid | 


In Collector’ 


The official committee to study 
collection of all money owed the 
town has recommended that water 
bills, amounting to some $115,000 
annually, be collected by the tax 
collector. 

In a report to the Selectmen, 
the committee also suggested 
coordination of the town clerical 
force, following the appointment 
of a town manager. This step 
would probably not eliminate any 
personnel, but might avoid the 
necessity of hiring additional 
help, the report said. 

Also recommended during 1959 
is the collection of money now 
received by the town clerk, police 
department, fire department, health 
department, sealer of weights and 
measures and the wire inspector. 
The report commented that the 
procedure now used in the school 
department seems satisfactory, but 
it might be reviewed later. Some 
$20,000 yearly is collected by 
that department, the report stated. 
Office Location 

A joint meeting early this week, 


involving the Selectmen, members | 


of the study committee, ‘Tax 
Collector James Christie and BPW 
Chairman Alex Henderson, studied 
the problem of collecting water 
bills by the tax collector. 

Among many factors, the need 
for additional office space by the 
collector, plus additional clerical 
help, were brought out. 

The committee’s report had 
suggested that an employee of the 
water department might be trans- 
ferred to the collector, with sub- 
sequent employment of a part-time 
clerk for the BPW. 

BP W’s Viewpoint 

Mr. Henderson told his Board 
Monday night that the tax collec- 
tor could not simply collect the 
money. Rather, he said the BPW 
would have to ‘‘commit’’ the bills 
to the collector, as is done by 
other departments. This would 
necessitate doing the bookkeepin 
and clerical work in the BPW 
offices, Henderson stated. 

It was also brought out that a 
re-alignment of office space would 
be necessary. This involves, it 
is explained, the proposed renova- 
tions on the second floor of the 
town hall, which would provide 
added space for town boards. The 
collector presently occupies one 
office on the street level, with 
sufficient space for the collector 
and a clerk. 

Asked Few Questions 

Water Department Supt. Donald 
Bassett told the Board that a re- 
presentative of the study com- 
mittee had visited the office for 
about 10 minutes and asked very 
few questions. ‘‘He knew what he 
wanted to do before he came’’, 
Bassett stated. 

The Board took no action on the 
proposal, pending solution of the 
space problems for the collector. 

The official study committee 
includes C. B. Whiteside, chair- 
man; EK. F. Rohmer, secretary; 
Harry Axelrod, John E, Gilcreast 
and William W. Rhoads. 

Their report to the Selectmen 
reads: 

“The Committee appointed by 
you to continue the study to effect 
the By-Law adopted by the March 
1958 town meeting, which 
approved the acceptance of 
Chapter 41, Section 38a of the 


General Laws, wiherehy the col- |

should be transferred to the town | 


collector on the first floor. The 
amount involved is some $115,000 
per year. This will necessitate 
providing additional space for the 
town collector, and one clerk 
might well be transferred from the 
office of the Board of Public 
Works to the town collector’s 
office. This might require one 
yart time clerk for the Board of 
Public Works office, possibly from 
some other office in the town 
house. 

“In effecting this change, there 
should be close cooperation be- 
tween the town collector and the 
| town treasurer to see that all 
money is handled in accordance 
with the duties of the treasurer 
as it is the latter’s responsibility 
‘to receive and take charge of 
| all money belonging to the town’. 
We also understand that any 
changes in procedure should first 
| be approved by the State Bureau 
of Accounts. This should not be 
difficult as at least one town in 
this area now has a very well co- 
ordinated system of collections. 
In fact, that town proposes to con- 
solidate the dices of town 
collector and town _ treasurer, 
effecting a saving in administra- 
tion of some $7,500 per year. We 
believe they also plan the further 
co-ordination of clercial forces 
| by removal of partitions in their 
town hall. 

“Tt is our considered judgment 
\that succeeding steps should be 
|taken, after you have determined 
a definite plan for the relocation 
of town offices. Also, 
appointed in 1959, the town 
|manager will require office space 


time, consideration 
given to co-ordinating the clerical 
forces of all departments, not 
necessarily eliminating clerical 
personnel but avoiding the neces- 
sity of employing additional 
| force. 

“The further steps to be taken 
in 1959 should include the col- 
lection of monies due the town by 
the following: town clerk, police 
| department, fire department, 
|health department, sealer of 
| weights and measures and wire 
jansRector: The School Department 
| seems to be satisfactory but might 
| be reviewed in 1959 — amount 
|involved some $20,000 per year.
